All  the  elevations  given  are  in.strumental  and  have  had  no  adju.stuients 
applied  to  them,  con.sequently  changes  may  be  made  in  the  future;  it  should  be 
noted,  however,  that  in  all  eases  where  circuits  have  been  closed,  the  closing 
errors  are  ()uite  small. 

The  standard  bench-mark  adujjted  consists  of  a  copi)er  bolt.  ■*4  inch  in 
diameter  and  4  iiehes  ong,  stamped  on  the  end  with  the  letters  "(.i.S.C.  B..M." 
(Cteodetic  Surve>  of  Canada,  Beneh-Mark).  The  bolt  is  sunk  horizontally  in 
ruck  or  masonry  .si  that  on  y  the  circular  end  is  visible;  the  number  of  the  bench- 
mark is  stamped  (  u  this  end  as  well  as  the  letters  mentioned  above,  and  a 
horizontal  chisel  line  's  cut,  upon  whicii  the  elevation  is  t'lken.  At  certaui  points 
concrete  bench-mark  j.'ers  have  been  built;  these  project  from  G  inches  to  1  foot 
above  the  ground  and  e.^  if>nd  b,low  the  frost  line;  the  copper  bolt  upon  which  the 
elevation  is  taken  is  placed  horizontally  as  in  other  cases,  and  is  about  9  inches 
below  the  to])  of  the  pier.
